Frank Wiggins, Southern California 


Commissioner to the St. Louis Expos- 
ition, has just returned from a trip to 
St. Louis, where he went to make ar- 
rangements for space 
in which to 


place our exhibit. He is enthusiastic 
over the outlook both for the exposition 
as a whole and for the part allotted to 
this state. 


In regard to the plans formed he 


said: 


" California will have three times as 


much space as any other state at the 
exposition and great things are expect- 
ed of us. President Francis and the 
heads of departments granted practi- 
cally everything the commissioners 
desired, agreeing among other things 
that the state should be allowed to 
make a collective exhibition in the ag- 
ricultural building, barring 
mining 


and forestry exhibits. In the agricul- 
tural building California is to have 
40,000 square feet; in the horticultural 
10,000; in the mining 6000 square feet 
of inside space and 15,000 .of what is 
known as outside space; in the forestry 
building- 2000; in the fish and game 
department 500; in the educational 
2000; in the department of social'econ- 
omy 500; in the department of refrig- 
erated dairy produce 200; in the liberal 
arts and. manufactures building all the 


j space that exhibitors care lo apply for. 
In many of the other departments 
which are not yet ready to make as- 
signments thia state is offered all the 
space it will require.

rovia. 


A half million dollar hotel is to be 


erected at Monrovia by a stock com- 
pany, of which A. E. Cronenwett, 
owner of the present Vista Grande Ho- 
tel -of Monrovia, is to figure as the 
head, with backing of eastern and Se- 
attle capital. W. G. Wilson, proprietor 
of the Vista Grande, who ia one of the 
stockholders, will be its manager. 


The beautiful hostelry will be 400 


feet in length and will contain 400 
guest rooms. The basement is to be of 
Monrovia granite, with rough mission 
finish and tile roof above. 
Entrance 


will be effected from the Pacific Elec- 
tric Railway's cars by elevator up 
through the hill. The cost of the build- 
ing alone will be $400,000, and a large 
outlay will be necessary to improve the 
forty-five acres to be included in the 
hotel grounds on the brow of the su- 
perb prominence.

Public Meeting. 


A meeting of all the taxpayers of 


the city is called for tonight, Satur- 
day, July 11, at 8 p. jn., in the Mc- 
liride room, next to Potter's Hard- 
ware to arrange, for concerted action 
in an endeavor to secure a reduction 
in the present county assessment. 


The Supervisors are now in session 


as a Board of Equalization and it be- 
hooves those who believe that their 
assessments are excessive to appear 
before this body and secure redress. 


Locally the assessment on real es- 


tate is the same as last year, but, an 
advance from IS per cent to SO per 
cent has been made on improvements, 
and in a few instances even the lat- 
ter figure has been exceeded. 


A review of the assessment books 


shows that the valuation on real es- 
late is in some instances excessive and 
far 
from equitable. 
The average 


assessed valuation for residence lots 
north of the Sau Bcrnardina Road i» 
$30, ample in all instances, but south 
or this line, on similar property, the 
assessed valuation range frjm $120 to 
$480. The present assessed valuation 
of lots on the north side of E. College 
street, between Citrus and 
Second, 


Cottage Drive, Reynolds tract, Cen- 
ter street and some portions of the 
Ruddock-Douglass tract are excessive 
as compared to similar property in the 
town site. 
As 
compared to other 


towns in the county of similar pop- 
ulation and possibilities, Covina will 
be called upon to pay more than her 
share of the burden of taxation of the 
County. 


Assessor IJen E. Ward invites all 


those who consider that an excessive 
valuation has been placed on their 
property to meet him before the Hoard 
of Equalization and he will cheerfully 
recommend a reduction whenever in 
his judgment u mistake has been made 
by his deputies.

The news of the terrible death of 


Mrs. 
T. B. Goodnight, «by burping, 


and the injuries received by her aged 
husband, at Wilmington, early Mon- 
day morning, came as a shock to this 
community, where they were well 
known, having for over a year con- 
ducted the Shank House on W. Col- 
lege street. 


The fire occurred shortly after 2 


o'clock on Monday morning and start- 
ed at the north side of the building 
jointly occupied by Mr- and Mrs. 
Goodnight and Alex Axelrod, with his 
dry goods store. The building, which 
was totally destroyed, 
was an old 


structure, containing three storerooms 
in the front and numerous rooms back 
of these. Goodnight had a milkshaker 
and fruit stand on the south side of 
the building; next to him was Axel- 
rod, with the dry goods store, and the 
room on the north was unoccupied.* 


The fire was first discovered by 


young men who were returning 
to 


Wilmington from a dance, but too late 
to lend any assistance to the occupants 
of the building. 
Mr. Goodnight es- 


caped by the front door, 
and 
he 


thought his wife was following him as 
she exclaimed as they were running, 
"Yes, father, I am coming." On gain- 
ing the outside of the building, and 
turning, he was horrified to see that 
the door he had escaped by had closed 
and his wife was not on the outside. 
He tried as long as the heat would let 
him to force open the door, but even 
with the assistance of neighbors this 
couVd not be done, as the woman, who 
Tit ?life 'V^pieo^iSver;-^potindis7'•**. 
become overcome by >the heat and 
smoke and fallen against fhe 
door 


which opened on the inside. 


Edward Goodnight, who is an as- 


sistant in Harthorn's -billiard parlor, 
was spending the night with his 
parents, having just returned from a 
trip to Catalina, effected his escape 
by bursting open the rear door, but 
not before he was burned about the 
face and hands. 


The charred remains of Mrs. Good- 


night were not recovered until the fire 
was extinguished. The remains were 
interred at Long Beach on Wednesday. 
The grandsons of the deceased, Carl 
and Elmer Shirley, and their mother 
Mrs. Laura Shirley, of this place, at- 
tended the funeral. 


Mr. Goodnight has been removed to 


the residence of his daughter, Mrs. 
Stevens, of Westminister, and it is 
expected he will ultimately 
recover 


from his fearful burns and 
mental 


shock. 


The fire is believed to have been the 


work of an incendiary. 
On Saturday 


night, between 12 and 1 o'clock, pre- 
ceeding the fire of Monday, Percy 
Johnson and Abe Pierce, who had 
come on the late train from Los An- 
geles, awakened the occupants of the 
house with a cry of "fire," a corner of 
the store being on fire, but it was soon 
put out. 
A jug of coal oil had been 


put there by someone and the outside 
of the building has also been satuarat- 
ed with kerosene. 
Although nearly 


a week has elapsed no evidence has 
yet been secured which would fasten 
this crime on the guilty party or 
parties. Mr. Goodnight and his wife 
had only moved to Wilmington from 
Long Beach just one week before this 
terrible calamity.

At their 
old home they produced eggs, butter, 
milk, meats, vegetable fruits for their 
tables, lived iu fine houses well fur- 
nishea with conveniences and luxuries, 
owned horses, buggies, and everything 
that goes to make life worth living. 
In "trying California" without any of 
these, only as they buy them, they are 
amazed that at the end of a ycat that 
"living is so high." They are sur- 
prised that with only one-third the in- 
come of the farms, and buying all (hey 
eat, they do not have as much as where 
they produced about all they ate and 
had an income from the farm.

that la used so extensively In the Uni- 
ted Stares that no one has an idea of 
the annual quantity consumed, namely, 
wooden toothpicks. According to an 
expert, the number Is simply Incalcul- 
able. MUlons upon millions of the tiny 
wooden slivers are turned out every 
year from American factories alone, 
and on top of this tremendous 
output 


come Importations from Portugal and 
Japan and other countries nearly as 
large as the domestic product. 


Most of the American toothpicks, ae» 


c rtllng to the New York Times, come 
from Franklin County, in Maine, near 
the forest home of the n-hlte birch, out 
of which 05 per cent of the domestic 
toothpicks are made. This wood Is soft 
and pliable and of a'lmlrable resistance 
for the purpose /or which If Is used. 
Whole mills In Maine are devoted to 
supplying the Wuntry with toothpicks, 
and In the Industry Is to be found some 
of the finest and most Intricate of ma- 
chinery. 
So tremendous Is the output 


of these machines that In a brief sea- 
son, during the spring, enough tooth- 
picks can be made to supply the mar- 
kets of the entire country for the year 
to comer 


A further Idea of the capacity of the 


machines may be had from the fact that 
only 100 men are necessary to operate 
and run all the mills In Franklin Coun- 
ty. Other mills of this kind are scat- 
tered throughout 
Pennsylvania 
and 


Massachusetts and western New York, 
but the real home of the toothpick !g 
Maine. 


White'birch Is not the only wood used 


for the d-miestic toothpick; maple and 
poplar are employed as well, but birch 
has the property of retaining its forest 
odor and sweetness. 


The felllpg of toothpick trees is only 


incidental lo the regular lumber work 
of the Maine foresters. 
No especial 


men are sent out to hunt up suitable 
trees. Bal whenever the foreman of a 
gang of vvoodsmen comes across a tree 
especially adapted to toothpicks he or- 
ders it felled and laid aside. 
The 


branches of the tree are then trimmed 
and only the trunk itself is transported 
to the mills. There the bark Is skinned 
and the naked trunk is run through a 
machine which severs It Into veneers. 
"Veneers" Is the technical expression 
for thin strips of wood no thicker thnn 
a plfce of blotting paper mid no wider 
than the lengtli of a toothpick. Once 
the trunk has b*en cut into these sheets

Its manner of 


making a set suggests the sublime con- 
ndence of childhood. It prefers to ad- 
hove to odd objects, and its childish 
fctste In this direction often encom- 
passes Its destruction. If an oid boot, 
R waterlogged bos. a brick, a iutup of 
coal or piece of discarded and frac- 
tured crockery lies upon the bed of the 
ocean \vbere a set is in progress, the 
young oysters or eggs will cluster thick 
and fast upon It, showing a very de- 
cided preference as against the sur- 
rounding natural anchorage. 
I have 


even seen a pair of corsets that could 
never again hope to Imprison the waist 
of lovely woman entirely covered with 
a set of young oysters. Thus does Na« 
ture pay her tribute to Art. 


A favorite foundation for life adopt- 


ed by sensible young oysters Is upon 
the shells of their ancestors long slue* 
defunct, and for this reason many 
planters strew the bottom of their 
holdings with such "clutch" in the 
hope that the wandering ova will stop 
nnd there adopt a local habitation. 


Lying thus upon the floor of the 


deep, the young oyster begins to grow, 
nnd in doing so Invariably points his 
little "Mil" heavenward, an attitude; 
that he \'.ir.int:\i:is throughout life if 
undisturbed. 
As he grows older his 


shell i;< often used by the flora of the' 
ecu as r.:i anchorage, and thus he Is apt 
to bo found enveloped In the foliage of 
the cn:-io:is oyster sponge, corallne, red 
and preen sea lettuce and other quaint 
epccics of n'g'.c

land: nnd to enpble visitors and tour- 
ists to view the spectacle from its most 
advantageous points, nnd also to gain 


access to the many remarkable caves 
in the vicinity, a walk has been cut 
out and built in the face of the cliffs. 
Tills pathway is only from two to 
three feet in width, and winds along 
the face and climbs the cliffs in a 
most extraordinary 
manner, 
which 


from a short distance Imparts to the 
promenade a most perilous appearance, 
since immediately below the waves 
thunder among the rocks. 
But the 


walk has been most skillfully and clev- 
erly designed and constructed. Steps 
are cut roughly and broadly into the 
solid rock, but to insure perfect safe- 
ty to climbers a hand rail has been 


provided. 
The intervals between the 


rocks are spanned by delicate and 
spider-looking bridges of iron. 
The 


length of the walk so far constructed 
Is nearly three miles, and It is to be 
continued 
for 
another 
two 
miles, 


which it is anticipated will be com- 
pleted within a few months. 


The most notable triumph of engi- 


neering in connection with this work 
is the erection of what Is known as 
Gobans' bridge. This structure is d's- 
tlnctlve owing to Its curious design, 
being elliptical In shape. 
This piece 


of work was rendered necessary to 
span a gap 05 feet In width, giving ac- 
cess from the mainland to an Isolated 
rock known as "The Man-of-Wor." 


Owing to the exposed position of the 


site of the bridge, the turbulency of 
the surf playing upon the rocks imme- 
diately below, and the strengtn of tho 
tides, it was found impossible to erect 
the bridge on the spot 
Under these 


circumstances the structure wag erect- 
ed at Belfast and transferred Intact to 
a scow. The latter wcs then towed 
to "The Maii-of-War" rock and care- 
fully brought to, as far as possible, im- 
mediately below the spot where it was 
to be installed. 
Lifting tackle was 


then placed in position upon each side 
of the gap to be spanned at the road- 
way level, und the lifting cables at- 
tached to each end of the bridge. Th« 
hoisting operation had to be carried 
out with extreme care, owing to the 
cramped space in which the lifting 
tackle was operated, and to prevent 
the structure being thrown by its own 
swinging • motion when suspended IB 
the air against the face of the rocks, 
which would have seriously damaged 
it The structure was, however, lifted 
to Its position without mishap. It was 
originally intended to stay the bridge 
when In position with guys, but when 
the bridge was erected it was found 
to be sufficiently rigid to dispense with 
these additional supports.—Montreal 
Star.

Owing to the exposed position of the 


site of the bridge, the turbuleucy of 
the surf playing upon the rocks imme- 
diately below, and the strengtn of the 
tides, It was found Impossible to erect 
the bridge on the spot 
Under these 


circumstances the structure was erect- 
ed at Belfast and transferred Intact to 
a scow. 
The latter was then towed 


to "The Man-of-War" rock and care- 
fully brought to, as far as possible, im- 
mediately below the spot where It was 
to be installed. 
Lifting tackle was 


then placed In position upon each side 
of the gap to be spanned at the road- 
way level, and the lifting cables at- 
tached to each end of the bridge. The 
hoisting operation bad to be carried 
out with extreme care, owing to the 
cramped space In which the lifting 
tackle was operated, and to prevent 
the structure being thrown by Its owa 
swinging • motion when suspended ia 
the air against the face of the rocks, 
which would have seriously damaged 
it The structure was, however, lifted 
to Its position without mishap. It was 
originally intended to stay the bridge 
when In position with guys, but when 
the bridge was erected It wa« found 
to be sufficiently rigid to dispense with 
these additional supports.—Montreal 
Star.

It Is said that 
if the Minnesota should prove as successful as U hoped for the purpose for 
which she Is Intended several vessels of exactly similar model and size will, 
be built as soon as possible for the I'aciflc trade. It ia believed that vessels 
of such enormous carrying capacity, where there will no abnormal con- 
sumption of coal In the effort to get great speed, will be more economical 
of operation than any steamships ever built.
